Internet: Information Superhighway 


We've all heard the buzzwords: Internet, Information Superhighway, World Wide Web, Surfing the Web, 
Gophers, Cyber Space. What is all this stuff?? Well anyone with a computer, a modem and a few extra bucks 
per month really owes themselves to find out!! 

I recently signed up with a local provider here in Canton, who provides a link to the Internet, to see for myself. “+ 
It was really very easy. I purchased a program called Netscape Navigator, Personal Edition which is the 

interface needed to make your computer talk with other computers on the Internet. The program cost about 

$35.00 and can be found at any store that sells computer software. I understand you can even download a trial 

copy of the same program for free, for evaluation purposes. Next I signed up with a provider called Imperium. 

For a flat monthly fee of $17.95 they provide unlimited connect time to the Internet. Imperium provided me with

HOW TO SOUND LIKE A LID by Rusty Bumpers, N4LID 


> On two meters lately, I have noticed a tendency of people making a concerted effort to sound like a lid. Since 
this appears to be the new style in Amateur Radio, I thought I would present this handy guide to radio 
nerd-dom. The following is what I call: "How to sound like a LID in one easy lesson." 


Step One: Use as many Q signals as possible. Yes, I know they were invented solely for CW and are totally 
inappropriate for 2 meter FM, but they're fun and entertaining. They keep people guessing as to what you 
really meant. I.E. "I'm going to QSY to the Phone". Can you really change frequency to the phone? QSL used 
to mean "I am acknowledging receipt", but now it appears to mean "yes" or "OK". I guess I missed it when the 
ARRL changed the meaning. Also, it's best to use OK and QSL together. Redundancy is the better part of 
Lid-dom. 

Step Two: Never laugh, when you can say “hi hi". No one will ever know you aren't a long time CW 
ragchewer if you don't tell them. They'll think you've been on since the days of Marconi. 

Step Three: Utilize an alternative vocabulary. Use words like "destinated" and "negatory". It's OK to make 
up your own words here. "Yea Paul, I pheelbart zaphonix occasionally myself." 

Step Four: Always say "XX4XXX" (insert your own call) "for I.D." As mentioned in Step One, anything 
that creates redundancy is always strongly encouraged. That's why we have the Department of Redundancy 
Department. (Please note that you can follow your call with "for identification purposes" instead of "for ID." 
While taking longer to say, it is worth more lid-points.) 

Step Five: The better the copy on 2 meter FM, the more you should phonetically spell your name, especially 

it is a short and/or common one. LE. "My name is Al...Alpha Lima" or "Jack...Juliett Alpha Charlie Kilo." 
If at all possible, make up unintelligible phonetics. "My name is Bob...Billibong Oregano Bumperpool." 

Step Six: Always give the calls of yourself and everyone who is (or has been) in the group, whether they are 
still there or not. While this has been unnecessary for years, it is still a wonderful memory test. 

Step Seven: Whenever possible, use the wrong terminology. It keeps people guessing. Use "modulation" 
when you mean "deviation" and vice-versa. 

Step Eight: If someone asks for a break, always finish your turn, talking as long as possible before turning it 
over. Whenever possible, pass it around a few times first. This will discourage the breaker and, if it is 
an emergency, will encourage him to switch to another repeater and not bother you. 

Step Nine: Always ask involved questions of the person who is trying to sign out. Never let him get by with 
a yes or no answer. Make it a question that will take a long time to answer. 

Step Ten: The less you know about a subject, the more you should speculate about it on the air. The amount 
of time spent on your speculations should be inversely proportional to your knowledge of the subject. 

Step Eleven: If someone on the repeater is causing interference, you should talk about that person at great 
length, making sure to comment on at least 4 out of 6 of the following: (1) His mental state; (2) His family; 
(3) His intelligence, or lack of same; (4) His sexual preference; (5) His relationship to small animals; (6) His 
other methods of self entertainment. 

Step Twelve: If you hear two amateurs start a conversation on the repeater, wait until they are 20 seconds 

emo their contact, and then break-in to use the patch. Make sure that it's only a simple routine phone 
vall. It's also very important that you run the autopatch for the full three minutes. This way, once the two 
re-establish contact, they won't even remember what they were talking about. 

Step Thirteen: You hear someone on the repeater giving directions to a visiting amateur. Even if the 


directions are good, make sure you break-in with your own "alternate route but better way to get there" version. 
This is most effective if several other LID trainees join in, each with a different route. By the time the amateur 
wanting directions unscrambles all the street names whizzing around in his head, he should have mobiled out of 
range of the repeater. This keeps you from having to stick around and help the guy get back out of town later. 

These thirteen easy steps should put you well on the way to Lid-hood. I hope these helpful hints will save you 
some time in your quest to sound like the perfect Lid.

In essence, we all need to check in to the net, weather we are beginners or old-timers who have used CW for 
years. Lee is very helpful, and understanding to new CW students and would love to have you on the net. There 
is no set speed and all are welcome from 3 to 30 WPM. 

If you have 10 meter capabilities and anything to send with ( this has been accomplished with two wires 
touched together before) please join Lee and the net, or we fear he will turn in to the Maytag repair man (HI HI).

What's New??? 

At the last trustees meeting, in November, it was proposed that the club could greatly benefit by having it's 
own 6 meter equipment. John Sedlak (N8WHH) was the trustee who brought it to the attention of the forum. It 
was agreed upon that due to the ongoing problems with the 147.120 repeater, it would be necessary to provide 
an uninterrupted link between Stark county and the National Weather Service backbone repeater in Cleveland, 
Oh.. By purchasing the equipment and placing it in our shack, we will have A 24 hour a day communication 
system available to club members. 


The proposed purchase would be in excess of $500.00 so the trustees felt that it should be voted on by the 

avr lub members. A motion was made, seconded, and unanimously passed by the club at Novembers meeting. 

The purchase will include; an Azden PCS-7500H 6 meter transceiver, A Diamond tri-plexor, and a diamond 
tri-band antenna to run the 6 meter, 2 meter and 440 MHz equipment. It was decided that there was not enough 
space for coax to facilitate the addition of a 6 meter antenna, so the club decided to use a tri-band antenna and 
replace the existing dual-bander. 

Before the 6 meter is purchased, a test period will commence to assure the sheriffs department that there will 
be no interference (due to harmonics) to there 155.430 repeater used for official communication. 

The 6 meter will add valuable emergency communication, not to mention the educational and exciting new 
experience of the band, for all the club members. 

The trustees have assured us that the purchase will not exceed $700.00, so it will be club money well spent. 

We hope that all of you will get a chance to use the equipment and find out how much fun 6 meters can be.
